Spreague has issued his certif- 
icate as to medical require- 
ments the collector announc- 
ed, adding that this process 
would he followed with re- 
spect to all vessels bringing in 
liquor under seal Removal 
of the seized liquor from the 
Baltic began shortly before 
two o'clock. .The authorities 
indicted longshoremen to lift 
it with a crane and it was re- 
moved in trucks to a ware- 
house. 


Only a few dozen cases had 


been taken off, however; when 
the removal was stopped by 
telephonic instructions from 
Dr. Spreague. Dry officers, 
up in the air in the latest turn 
ot^ events, said they were 
awaiting Dr. Spreague's ar- 
rival before they proceeded 
further.

As soon as the certificate was issued, 
Eltinge ordered the seizure to pro- 
ceed. The Baltic's case was surround- 
ed by mystery at 11:30 a. m., when 
Collector Biting coming out nf the 
conference with the ship officials at 
the customs house, declared ->uth the 
seizure m full progress that the status 
of the Baltic had not been definitely 
settled and probably would not be 
until tomorrow. Meanwhile from up- 
town came announcement by Surveyor 
of Port "Whittle that there had been 
no prolonged interruption of the Bal- 
tic seizure and that the Berengaria's 
liquor would be taken next. 


Captain John Roberts, the Baltic's 


commander, lodged 
formal 
protest 


against breaking of British seals by 
American customs 
officers and 
the 


seizure of the ship's liquor. His( pro- 
test read: 


"I, J. Roberts, master of the British 


steamer Baltic, of Liverpool, protest 
against the breaking of British cus- 
toms seals' and the seizure by the 
United States customs authorities of 
the ship's stores of .wine and liquor 
held under seal on board this ship 
for consumption outside United States 
territorial waters," 
Getting the liquor off the ship was 


a problem. Chief Officer "Williams of 
the Baltic, said'they could not look 
to the crew for aid and could not use 
the ship's crane to land the spirits- 
There are half a dozen narrow stair- 
ways and crooked corridors between 
the liquor and land. The liquor was 
inventoried and a guard placed over it 
but none had been removed at noon 
and Captain 
Roberts, declaring it 


would take the authorities 48 hours to 
get it off unaided, predicted it would 
be left aboard.

Judge Withers advises us that it will 
be agreeable to him to hear It tomor-

Saturday ir.'orning, at 0:30 o'- 
clock. 
In th« meantime -we ^have 
been advised that Mr. Julian Meade 
has been employed by some persons 
opposed to the bond issue and has 
requested that Judge Withers delay 
action until his return. Mr. Meade is 
expected back within the next day 
or two. 
It Is. therefore, impossible 
to tell you at this writing exactly 
when the case will be presented to 
Judge Withers. 
We have heard considerable dis- 


cussion as to what jeffect the con- 
troversy would have upon the sale 
of the bonds. It is our opinion that, 
this will not affect the price of the 
bonds in any wise, if they are sold. 
Municipal bonds are never sold except 
with the opinion of an expert bond 
attorney attached, as to their validity. 
There would be no sale for them at 
all without this opinion. If such is 
obtained that would set at rest all 
questions as to the validity of the 
oonds and they would bring the reg- 
ular (market price. 
Without such 
an opinion the bonds could not be 
sold at all. 


It Is entirely possible that an ex- 
pert bond attorney might be satisfied 
:hat there was very great probability 
that th» bonds were valid; but, at 
the same time, he might be^unwilling 
to give an absolute opinion as to 
their validity with even a small per- 
centage of chance that he was wrong. 
In that event the question could be 
definitely settled by" the decision of 
our Supreme Court. In fact it seems 
to us that euch a decision is, in any 
event, desirable.

PROHIBITION REPEALED BY 


VOTERS OF MANITOBA, CANADA 


(By The Associated I"»ei»} 


"WINNIPEG, June 22—Voters of 
Manitoba, adopted by popular vote 
today a system whereby intoxicating 
liquors will be sold by the govern- 
ment. Although complete returns had 
not been received Winnipeg gave the 
proposed a majority of 25,00 
and 
scattered reports from all over 
the 
province indicated the measure was 
sure of passage. Heretofore liquor 
has been entire!} prohibited. 
Reports from 140' poHs throughout 
the province showed a wet majority 
of^ 2,200. This included many small 
urban centers where prohibition ad- 
vocates claimed their strongest vote 
Delajed results from solid rural polls 
•\vere expected to make the dry vote 
equal to that of the 
wets 
outside 


AVmnipeg 
The -vote vas taken on the actual 
text of a bill submitted to the legis- 
lature by th-e moderation league. The 
bill provides for a commission of three 
to control the liquor system and to 
establish government stores for its 
sale in "Winnipeg and in such other 
cities and towns as consideredt ad- 
visable. Residents and visitors over 
age would be sold annual permits at 
or permits at fifty cents for a single 
purcnases. A permit would be exhibit- 
ed at the time of purchace, but the 
liquor would be deluered and would 


not be taken from the government 
store by the purchaser. 
Breweries would be permitted to 
sell direct to permit holder, making 
monthly returns of sales and pay- 
ing- a tax, not yet determined on 
all deliveries. Such liquor as purcnas- 
ed could be consumed or kept only 
in the home of permit holders A pro- 
vision also was made that districts 
could eliminate go\ernmen stores bj 
local option, while profits derived from 
the system would be equallj div.ded 
between the province and munici- 
palities. 
On July 11. another referendum 
will be submitted to a vote, sponsor- 
ed by the Beer and Wine League and , 
the Hotel Men's Association It \\ ould 
make legal the sale by licensed hotels. 
with meals, of beer and light \vines 
and by licensed brewers of beer to 
consumerc' residence. 
Quebec and British Columbia ha\e 
adopted measures similar to the one 
•voted on today.

the New England railroads—has Just

It is entitled "A hls- 
torv of the 14th Engineers, United 
States Army, from May 1917, to May, 
1911 " and dedicated "To the Memory 
of those members of the regiment 
who died in France " 
Incorporated in tne volume i? trib- 
ute to these 1,200 railway men of 
New England by General Aylmcr H?l- 
dame, •who commanded the 6th Brit- 
ish Corps while the 14th Engineers 
were -attached to that body from Au- 
gust. 1917, .to May, 1918" The British 
referred to th.eirmalliea affectionately 
as "The 14th American E E 's (Roy- 
ay. Engineers.}" _ 
""At the time the 14th Engineers 
came under my command our failure 
to recognize earlier the urgent need 
for light railways was being repair- 
ed, but the personnel 
necessary to 
operate them was lacking," General 
Haldame writes. "The.arrival, how- 
ever, of our comrades from across 
the Atlantic speedily changed the as- 
pect of affairs in this respect, and 
soon 5n many directions trains were

Women's Charms. Originality is the Cardinal Charm, 


Says Florenz Zeigfeld, Jr., and He Ought to Know.

'S amazing to see how few wom- 


. an'there are; in the world who 
havs faces of,their own. 


-That's because, In faces as In 


other things., .the majority of wom- 
en follow the herd. They don't rea- 
lize current styles in expressions 
don't necessarily suit them, and so, 
when It's tha fashion to look bored, 
to have a Cupid's boy mouth that 
Is painted bright scarlet, to look 
distrait, they all follow the fad. 
. "Walk up the boulevard in any 
town any afternpon^ See the wom- 
en who have just come from their 
boudoirs, who for the moment at 
least represent their idea of what 
they want to look like. You'll find 
very few of them who have dared 
to follow the style in faces that 
should be theirs. You can pick out 
those who h'ave chosen to look like 
some successful actress, or some fa- 
mous beauty. Let a woman who Is 
much in the public 
eye 
appear 


with her hair drawn back from her 
f&ce, Ions earrings dangling from. 
her ears, her mouth, drooping, her 
-face ivory white. 
Perhaps that's 


'the style that suits her—but half 
the women who adopt it are. mgre 
walking caricatures of her, .aiid 
.cartoons of. themselves. 


The beauty is the woman who 


does not spoil her looks .by con- 
forming too closely to custom. 


In my work producing big musi- 


cal shows and the Ziegfeld Follies,; 
I am constantly on the lookout for 
girls who have originality, "and no- 
where is this more apparent than 
in their faces. 
No matter how 


pretty, a girl may naturally be, if 
"she comes to apply for work with 


her face made up so that she 
thinks It's going to look pretty, 
I'm likely to pass her by for some- 
one else whose looks have more 
personality. 


I/et's suppose that you • have 


blue eyes, yellow hair, pretty fea- 
tures. 
"Well, you may belong to 


any one of half a dozen different 
types. Unless you find out where 
you belong-, you're going to have 
no more distinction than GO those 
long strings of paper dolls that can 
be cut out, fifteen or twenty at a 
time. 
You'll be pretty, perhaps, 


but you won't be a beauty. Your 
beauty won't be'one hundred per 
cent, efficient, if it'a to be put into 
commercial terms. 
If you were !n Xew York. I'd 
say to you: "Go about town a bJt, 
to the theatres and restaurants and 
clubs where beautiful woman can 
be seen. Study them. Study the 
blondes; see how they differ. Per- 
haps there'll be one who cunning- 
ly ezapnaswe* her beauty by th« 
colors she uses in dressing. If yon : 
areVfcfer type, *€« how she does'it. 
Try it at home," 
nacre Are Blondc^-and. Blondes: 
• She may be «. blende of the typo 
ta«f^T always very-young -looking, 
babyish Jn expression, sweet, help- 
Jess looking. A3! right. Probably 
she"! look her "best in soft colics 
—in blue, pink; in simply m«v« 
frocks, b3g, floppy hats. Beginning 
with that assumption, the girl can 
develop some originality of ap- 
pefi.ra.nce by emphasizing her type. 
This -won't make for artinci&lity. 
as you might thlnfc, because as a. 
usual thing a -woman naturally fit* 
into her type. Its manners. Its 
language. Its habits of thought, 
come to her easUy. It Is only when 
she tries to ape/someone els» that 
she becomes artificial. 
Perhaps she's a gray-eyed blonde, 


whose hair is almost ash colored. 
Then ah* to tha more intelligent 


type. 
She can wear black, effec- 


tively, as the French women wear 
it. She can permit herself little ec- 
centricities of manner. 
She 
can 


exercise great charm, because peo- 
ple will expect It of her. They 
will endow her with magnetism of 
'manner, because, instinctively, they 
expect it of her. She. will not have 
the appeal that the babyish blonde 
will have; -not- for her are the 
sweet, candid gaze, the dependent 
ways. --She is irresistable, but in a 
different way. 


Now, surely you can see that If 


one of these girls tries to fit her- 
self into the other's groove, she is 
going to lose out. She will be a. 
very square peg in tho roundest 
kind of hole. 


These things I know 
because 


years of studying- 
women 
have 


taught me to classify them almost 
at a glance. They will have indi- 
viduality, true enough, but it will 
be based on certain general types, 
The girls whom I select .for the 
Ziegfeld "Follies" are of all types; 
I select them because when they 
come to . me they have already 
learned to develop their individu- 
ality by learning- along which lines 
it must be. brought .out. .
